a more suitable and effectual Punishment for such 
Offences.

consent, with an intent to marry or defile her, every person so”marrying 
or defiling such Maid or Woman, and every person so taking or carry-in” 
away by force, and against the consent of such Maid or Woman, any 
Maid or Woman, with intent to marry or defile her, and the aiders and 
procurers of such forcible taking and carrying away such Maid or Woman, 
and all, as well principals as accessaries before any such fact committed’ 
shall be deemed and adjudged to be Felons, and shall suffer pains of death 
without benefit of clergy or of the statute : 



2 And whereas it is expedient that so much and such parts of the said 
several recited Acts as inflicts or inflict punishment of Death, in the cases 
aforesaid, should be repealed; 
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Be it therefore (fenatttti, by The K IN G’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
SSTJE? the Authorit y same, THAT from and after the expiration of 
repealed. days next after the passing of this Act, so much and 

such parts of the said several Acts as inflict punishment of Death on the 
offences hereinbefore recited, shall be and the same is and are hereby 
accordingly Repealed.

And be it further Enacted., That from and after the expiration of 
days after the passing of this Act, all persons duly 
convicted of the offences hereinbefore recited, who were punishable with 
Death under either of the before recited Acts, shall be liable to be trans- 
ported beyond the seas for or for such term, not less 

^ an years, as the Court before which such offenders shall 

be convicted shall adjudge ; or such offenders shall be liable, in case the 
said Court shall think fit, to be imprisoned only, or to be imprisoned and 
kept to hard labour in the common gaol, penitentiary house or house of 
correction, for any time not exceeding years. 
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
